Israel deeply split 
over Reagan plan 


To consult PLO 


TEL AVTV. Sept. 3 (Agencies) — A 
narional split opened in Israel as the opposit- 
ion Labor Party, defying Prime Mfoister 
Menahem Begin’s policy, declared Friday its 
support for President Reagan's peace prop- 
os^ and vowed to campaign for their accep- 
tance. 

“ 1 believe the American decision is a proper 
step in the right direction,'' said Labor Party 
leader Shimon Peres. “We are going to put 
our case before the people ... 1 do believe we 
are beginiung now a national debate of the 
utmost importance for the future of Israel, 
peace and the Middle East." 

Labor, with 50 seats, is the largest faction in 
the 120-member parliament. Begin's Likud 
Bloc has 46 seats and rules in coalition with 
four small fections. It was the first time an 
Israeli government has failed to r^ the 
m ains tream opposition behind it in the midst 
of a major foreign policy crisis. 

The government has strongly rejected 
Reagan's proposals, calling them a deviation 
from the Camp David accords of 1 978 which 
Israel regards as the only framework for 
peace efforts. It has called tbe initiative a 
prescription for a PLO-led state in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir said he 
was sure most Israelis and Jews abroad would 
support this stand. “Our answer to Reagan is 
negative, and that’s what matteis," he said.

Jordan lauds plan’s ‘positive points’ 


AMMAN, Sept. 3 (Agencies) — Jordan 
wdcomed Friday “some positive points' in 
U.5. Pn^tident Ronald Reagan’s hfideast - 
peace proposals, pledging to study the blu^- 
rint in consultation mfo the Palestine lib- 
eration Organization. 

A govenunent spokesman told repoiteis 
that Jordan also was to obtain official Arab 
reaction to the Reagan plan. The spokesman 
underscored tbe- “neoestity’' of consulting 
with the FLO. The commando movement is 
fbe sole rqnresentative of the Palestinian 
peo{de. 

He exiflained that Jordan's attitude was in 
tine witii a 1974 Arab summit resolution in 
Rabat, Morocco, making tbe FLO die only 
Palestinian organization recognized by the 
Arabs and stresssing diat no hfideast solution 
win be acceptable to tbmn if die FLO was • 
ignored. 

Official sources said Jordan wiD send its 
official reacdon to Washingttm after the 
Reagan jdan is discossed by tbe fruthcoming 
Arab summit omfereiice, Pedaled for next 
Monday in Fez, Morocco. 

Jordan's two leading newqi ap e r s mean- 
while welcomed tbe Reagan plra, with the 
pro-government daily Al -Xof editorializing 
“the American president spoke a new lan- 
guage whidi may open a new era for a just 
peace.** “But there are some negative points 
(in tbe plan) that call for daiffication and 
foalogue ^th Re^an,” said the paper.

ted six remarks on ^ch they based tbeir 


welcome of the Reagan proposals: 

— That Reagan made h dear that the 
ynited States rejects annexation of territory 
1^ force.

Qea^, the papers were not quoting the 
American present but were merely expre- 
ssing how their editorialists evaluated the 
Reagan plan. 

The two papers also wrote, each in its own 
words, that Reagan wiD have to impose his 
peace {flan on tiie Israelis, who Thursday 
dedar^ their rejection of h. “Reagan has in 
the future a bitter battle with (Israeli Prime 
Minister) Menahem Begin,” said Ad- 
DoOoar. “If the Arabs accept tbe plan in its 
entirety, then it will be up to Reagan to 
impose it on Israel.” 

In Damascus, the Syrian government of 
President Hafez Assad continued to ignore 
the Reagan plan. “The (Reagan) project is 
stin being studied.” said one government 
official. “However, Syria has a dear and 
well-defined policy regarding the Camp 
David accords and all ^e consequences of 
these accords.” 


Gemayel to boost Israel ties 


TEL AVIV, Sept. 3 (Agendes) — Leban- 
ese President-elect Bashir Gemayle who met 
Jsraeh' Pzime Minister Wednesday night had . 
promised to stiengthen ties with load, Israel 
Radio claimed Friday, though Gemayefs 
office ID Beirut denied Friday that the meet- 
ing bad taken place. 

At tbe secret meeting. Begin is reported to 
have chastised him for distanemg himself 
from Israel in public statements, Israel radio 
said. 

It said Begin met with Gemayel Wednes- 
day night The daily Haardz said tbe Israeli 
premier left tbe hotel in Nafaariya near tbe 
Lebanese tnicelizies wheie be was vacation- 
ing and disappeared for several hours. Tbe 
reports did not say where the two met 

Begin’s spokesman, Uii Porat, declined to 
comment on the reports. The radio said 
Begin criticized GemayeLand expressed con- 
eetn that the Lebanese leader was repudiat- 
ing his friendship with Israel. 


It said Israeli foreign policy advisers had 
cautioned Begin against unduly publicizing 
bis ties with Gemayel, lest he embarrass him 
in tbe eyes of the Arab world. 

Tbe daily Ttdiotk Aharonotk reported that 
Gemayel has assured Begin that he did not 
intend renouncing Israel, which had “ done so 
muefar for him. It also said the two covered 
future relations between Israel and Lebanon, 
as wen as tbe Israeli military presence in 
Lebanon. 

Israel radio, quoting authoritative sources, 
said both Defense Minister Ariel Sharon and 
Foreign Minister Yhzfaak Shamir attended 
the meeting as weD. 

FedieA Ahemuxk reported also that 
Gemayel refrised to commit himself on when 
be proposed to sign a peace treaty with Israel, 
but suggested an exchange of envoys between 
the two countries “even before tbe signing of 
a peace treat/’ and to develop “normal rela- 
tion^' in trade and tourism.

ween the two countries, ^ria has been one of 
tbe main opponents of Camp David, which 
the Arabs and Palestinians rejected as a 
“sellout/' and a “stab iu tbe back.” 

Jor^n has been considered tbe missing link 
in the Camp David process. King Hussein is 
author of tbe 1972 project that called for 
repladng his Hashemite Kingdom wifo an 
integrated Jordanian-Palestinian state, which 
he called the United Arab Kingdom. Tbe 
Israelis rejected the project at the time, 
mainly because it entailed a Palestinian sec- 
tor, with Arab Jerusalem as hs c^tal. under 
the Jordanian crown. Tbe Palestinians also 
refused it because, they said, it gave them too 
little. 

The E^tians and Syrians, close allies at 
the time, also rejected the Hussein project, 
which they view^ as a prehide to a separate 
peace between Jordan and the Jewish state. 

Although the PLO chief foreign policy 
spokesman Farouk Kaddoumi withheld 
reaction to tbe Reagan plan, a Marxist Pales- 
tinian commando fe<^on rejected it as 
“insufficienL” A spokesman for the Democ- 
ratic Front for the Liberation of Palestine 
complained that the plan “does not answer 
(questions about) our people’s right for inde- 
pendent stateho^, self-detemiznation.” 

“We wfll have to canyon our struggle until 
the 'United States recognizes our rights.” 
added the ^kesman, who refused to be 
identified. 

In Tehran, the Islamic Republic News 
Agency reported that Iran’s deputy foreign

Indian press observes protest strike 


NEW DELHI, Sept. 3 (AP>— Typewrit- 
ers, teleprinters and presses fell sflent aaoss 
India Friday as journalists and newspaper 
workers went on a 24-houi strike to protest 
adoption of a controversial press control law 
in Bihar state. 

Tbe nation's two major news agencies 
joined tbe strike, but tbe government-iun All 
India Radio continued to broadcast news. Its 
reports .centered maitaly on international 
events and did not mention tbe work stop- 
page. 

Prime Minister Indira Gandhi earlier this 
week spurned appeals to direct President Zail 
Singh to withhold consent fox tbe law to take 
effect hi Bihar, where tbe legislatiire enacted 
h Ang. 3. Mrs. Gandhi not^ that two other 
states, Tamil Nadu and Orissa, already have 
similar laws. She said tbe Bihar biU is not 


directed against respectable journals but 
against “rags/' that assassinate character. 

The law provides for jailing journalists for 
Dp to five years for publishing or profiting 
from stories or photos deemed “ grossly in^ 
cent, scurrilous or intended to blackmail.”

Secretary Caspar Weinberger said President 
Ronald Reagan has no intention of changing 
tus proposals for hfiddle East peace announ- 
ced Wednesday after “extensive" examinat- 
ion. 

Weinberger made the statement after a 
meeting here Friday with Israeli Foreign 
Minister 'Itzhak Shamir. “PresideotReaggn 
is a man who weighs high decisions very 
carefully and looks very thoroughly” before 
adopting new ideas, tbe U.S. official said. 

He described the plan, which calls for aut- 
onomy for Palestinians in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip* in 
association with Jordan, as a “plan with deep 
implications.” The Israeli government 
Thursday unanimously rejected Reagan’s 
initiative and said it could not form the basis 
for negotiations. 

Weinberger mfocajted there was support 
elsewhere in Israel for tbe plan, spring: 
“There are different people in this country 
with other ideas. One coidd not s^ every- 
body is against h.” He said tbe United States 
still was awaiting reaction throughout the 
Middle East but he added, “Reagan wfll not 
modify his plan.” The defense secretary left 
for Cairo on the third leg of his visit to tbe 
region after Lebanon and Israel. 

Support for Weinbergei’s view came from

Israelis advance into West Beirut

BEIRUT, Sept. 3 (AP) — Two incidents 
marred the quiet in West Beirut Friday and 
leftist Lebanese railittamen suddenly 
appeared on the streets with the guns and 
artiBery (bey bad agreed to give up only the 
day before. The militiamen deployed in reac- 
tion to Israeli troops moving their positions 
forward about 400 meters into West Beirut. 
About 100 meters from the new Israeli posi- 
tions, a high-ranking French officer serving 
with United Nations forces was killed by a 
sniper. 

Milhiamen from the Mourabitoun faction, 
the largest force of leftist Lebanese who were 
allied with the Palestinians, walked along a 
seaside highway carrying rockei-proitelled 
grenades and Soviet-designed Kalsahnikov 
automatic rifles. " We will finish the job that 
the Palestinians didn't do,” one said as he 
trudged along the roadway. 

About a kilometer in the other side of the 
Israeli position, the leftist milhiamen had set 
up checkpoints of the type that had begun to 
disappear, along with armed militiamen on 
the streets.' 

A militiaman canying an automatic rifle 
and wearing a white sports shirt said: “The 
Israelis — they are coming. This is no good. 
We will-fight them. This is not what it was 
supposed to be. It was supposed to be they 
stay on one side, we stay on the other. We will 
fight them.” 

U.S. to give 


Two explosions could be seen behind an 
earthen barricade across tbe roadway about 
250 meters beyond tbe armed militiaman. 
The cause of ttem could not be determined, 
however. 

An Israeli soldier at tbe point where his 
army had takenup hs positions farther into 
West Beirut said that the Israelis had been 
setting off unexploded mines and bad come 
to clear the roadways from barricades. *‘A 
tractor is coming,” he said. '*We are only 
clearing the road.” 

An Israeli officer carrying a photographic 
map of Beirut and a street map would not say 
why tbe meu had moved forward. A spokes- 
man at the Israeli headquarters at Baabda, 
east of Beirut, also refused to comment on 
tbe reason of tbe redeployment. 

Several Israeli soldiers, armed with auto- 
matic weapons, were seen in foxholes dug 
into a huge mound of dirt overlooking tbe 
Sabra refugee camp that bad been occupied 
by the Palestinian commandos before their 
evacuation. 

More than a dozen Israeli troops could be 
seen there, and the Mourabitoun radio sta- 
tion, the "Voice of Arab Lebanon”, said an 
Istaeli infantry unit of SO men had moved 
forward in armored vehicles, accompanied by 
a bulldozer. Tbe radio said the Mourabitoun 
was ready to cope with” any Israeli aggressive 
jriteniion.” 

%95m in relief aid 


Lebanon war damage put at billions 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (R) — A leading 
U.S. aid official has said the United States 
planned to provide $95 million in relief and 
rehabilitation assistance for Lebanon but said 
tbe country has suffered "billions" in dam- 
ages since 1976. 

Peter McPherson, head of the Agency for 
International Development (AID), gave tbe 
figures Thursday after visiting Beirut mainly 
to assess the toll of tbe lsraeli;PaIestinian 
fighting. His estimate of billions of dollars of 
damages abo included losses during the 
country’s 1976 civil war. 

President Reagan said Wednesday night 
that with tbe completed evacuation of Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization (PLO) fighters 
from Beirut, a U.S. goal was “to help the 
Lebanese rebuild tbeir war-torn country.” 

Reagan originally proposed $65 million for 


relief and rehabilitation in Lebanon. Tbe 
AID administrator said another $ 30 mil- 
lion would now be provided to rebuild power, 
sewer and water fociUties damaged in tbe 
recent fighting. 

McPherson's accounting showed that some 
40 nations so far had provided $89.7 million 
ranging from more than $2 million by such 
nations as Britain down to an unspecified 
“planeload of medicines” by the Soviet 
Union. 

The AID official said one of tbe pressing 
problems was to provide housing for about 
60,000 Lebanese before the rainy season 
began later this month. McPherson said be 
had no estimates of tbe dead and wounded 
from Isiaefs weeks of shelling and bombing 
of Beirut. Some Lebanese estimates have put 
the dead at more than 10,000. 


Tbe Israeli soldiers motioned back-a crowd 
of youths who were trying to find out what 
was happening. Several of the teen-agers said 
they were Pal^nians and did not believe the 
Israeir s story about clearing away barricades. 

One said the Israelis had come to make 
sure the Palestinian commandos had really 
left, and another said he thought the Israelis 
were going to try to advance into the Sabra 
camp. 

About 100 meters from tbe Israeli position 
is a four-story building containing tbe bead- 
quarters of United Nations forces in West 
Beirut. Tbe building has been abandoned by 
tbe U.N. at various times during tbe past 
three months, and the French officer killed 
there Friday had come to inspect damage. 

U.N. spokesman Samir Sanbar said tbe 
officer was shot in the left side while on tbe 
building's third floor at 1:30 p.m. 
(1 13Gh^. A U.N. soldier who was there at 
the time said tbe French officer was the victim 
of a sniper. 

“We really don't know why be was shot,” 
Sanbar said. He added that U.N. officials also 
did not know who shot the Frenchman, 
whose name was being withheld until his fam- 
ily was notffied. 

About 45 minutes before the shooting, an 
Israeli soldier pointed to the U.N. building 
and called it “ a sniper building.'’ 

The Israelis were still in their foxholes at 
the edge of the Sabra camp about three hours 
after the sniping. Scores of Lebanese 
milhiamen could be seen walking down 
roadways toward the spot, and jeeps 
mounted with aniUery pieces were parked 
along the roadway and behind buildings. 

Meanwhile, machine gun and automatic 
rifle fire and grenade explosions echoed over 
tbe city throughout the night Thursday. 
Police said tbe clashes involved a Kurdish 
group and tbe Shiite milhia Amal. Amal 
sources said their organization had lost one 
dead and three wounded in tbe fighting. 

Even as tbe tension mounted, however, the 
process of zetumiag Beirut continued in 
other parts of tbe city. 

Tbe international Red Cross aimounced 
that it bad evacuated 71 wounded Palestinian 
commandos from Beirut. The commandos 
left for Athens, Greece, aboard tbe hospital 
ship FlorOf which was made available by tbe 
West German Red Cross.

Mujahedeen 
repulse major 
Soviet attack 

LONDON, Sept. 3 (AP) — With world 
attention diverted by events in tbe South 
Atlantic, Lebanon and Poland, Soviet 
troops in A^baoUtan have launched two 
major drives against freedom fighters, a 
resistance leader has said. 

Maulana Gulam Haqani, head of relief 
work for tbe Afghan Mujahedeen resis- 
tance movement, told a news conference 
here Thursday that as many as 600 Soviet 
tanks participated in a June attack on 
anti-govemmeot forces in tbe strategic 
Panjsber Valley, about 40 kms north of 
Kabul, tbe Afj^an capital 

Haqani said tbe attack, ^ which be 
described as tbe biggest tank and armored 
vehicle action since World War n, was 
repulsed. 

Meanwhile, government and Soviet 
forces “have begun an offensive in the 
Asmar legion of northeast Afghanistan 
with air raids and an advance of armored 
columns, Haqani said. 

“Tbe West has foigotteo Algbanistan,” 
the resistance leader said. “Western atten- 
tion has been attracted by the Britisb- 
Argentine fight in tbe Falklands, by events 
in Poland, by what is happening between 
tbe Arabs and Israel in Lebanon. Tbe 
Soviets are taking advantage of this to 
increase their military action.” 

Despite these offensives, tbe freedom 
fighters control 90 percent of tbe territory 
I of A^banistan and “are able to operate 
! freely in Kabul,'' Haqani said. 

' Haqani urged Western and Muslim 
nations to increase tbeir aid to tbe 
Mujahedeen. “Tbe A^an Mujahedeen 
are not fighting just fox tbeir own free- 
dom,'’ be said. “They are fighting for tbe 
freedom of the freeworid, to stop Soviet 
. imperialism.” .

The Palestinians are, of course, the ones most directly 
concerned with the proposals with Jordan as the country 
to exercise sovereignty in the West Bank and Gaza, 
assuming that Israelis will agree to withdraw from the 
areas without a fi^t. So, it is the Palestinian leadership 
that has the final say. 

But before doing so, the Palestinian ieaderriiip must be 
reorganized with a viev.' to strengthening it and nniring 
all the principal groups under the FLO umbrella, effec- 
tively and not o^y theoreticaSy. All the aimed groups 
should be also united and made answerable to the cen- 
tral authority so that any decision taken with regard to 
the Reagan plan will have a stamp of unanimity and 
authority. 

The Reagan plan strongly implies that the West Bank 
and Gaza will be home to all the Palestinians insirfe and 
outside original Palestine. This will mean that even those 
who have chosen to settle in the U.S. and Europe and 
South America as well as those living temporarily in 
some other countries, will be able to go ba<^ home. 

This is a good step forward as the liberated lands'^wiU 
beckon the homeless to return thus forming afocal point 
for Palestinians in a piece of Palestine. Jordan annexed 
the territory in the 1948 Arab-IsTaeli war and made it a 
part of the Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan when the 
Arabs would not agree on the creation of a Palestinian 
state. With l.S million already tiiere, the population 
should easily swell to three million in a few years and the 
people may then continue the struggle for statehood. It 
may take time but the dream will eventually be realized. 

Jordan has already noticed the ^positive' sides -of the 
proposals because they include the return of the 
occupied territories to it which it cannot regain otiier-^ 
wise. 

The PLO and Jordan should be Jeft to decide the ulti- 
mate le^nse to the propo^. Tlie other Arab states 
can only help firom the s^elines.

Future growth of Japan threatened

Tattooing — is it art?

COPENHAGEN (AF) — Sailing ships, 
snarling dragons, oriental beauties, tbe flag 
and dear ole mom. Tattoos are pretty to 
some, repulsive to otbeis. But tbe question 
here b: are they art? 

Tbe Danish tax-man says no. But tbe coun- 
tr/s 25 tanooists say yes, and they are asking 
this country s second highest court to back 
them. At stake is a 22 percent value-added 
tax levied hi 1978, when authorities decided 
that tattooing is a service, not art. Artworks 
are exempt from tbe tax. 

“If ever tbere^was an art, ibis must be it,” 
says Tattoo Per,alia$ Per Hvolby,bis buzzing 
etecuic needle painstakingly transforming a 
Swedes upper arm into a woman. “People 
have been drawing c i tbeir bodies since 
before they drew on caves." 

Tattoo Per has been decorating people's 
bodies for 17 years in Copenbageifs rowdy 
bnt pictuie^ue Nyfaavn district. He said tbe 
value-added tax means be has to add 22 per- 
cent to bis prices and spend several hours a 
week fiUmg out tax forms a.*d attending to 
otto red tape. 

He summed up tbe issue this way: “If I 
draw ajiictuie on paper and sell it to you, it’s' 
art. But the tax people say if I draw'lt ou your 
skm, if s not." 

Peter NeergaaM, the tanooists lawyer, 
said tbe lawsuit is a matter of principle. “We 
feel that m tbe tattooing business there is so 


much tradhion, there is so much freedom (of 
expression) in painting on human skin, that it 
definitely is an art," be said. said he has 
found no precedent for tbe suit, at least in 
Europe. 

Wten tbe tattooists presented tbeir case in 
court, Neexgaaid called in an expert witness, 
J>anitii ardneologisc Soeieo Nancke-Krogh, 
who has studied tbe tnstoiy of the craft. 

Nancke-Krogh told tbe judges tbat tattoos 
have been depicted in uve drawings dating 
back to tbe ice age. He said nearfy afi tbe 
world’s peoples have practiced tbe art tome- 
time in tbeir histories. 

Tbe archaeologist said that nowadays there 
is a lot of shnflarity in tattoos the world over 
because, like true folk art, it is steeped in 
tradhion. 

DeDmarlf s most famous tattooed man was 
tbe late King Frederick IX, father of tbe eux- 
rent monarch. Queen Magretbe II. Although 
Frederick IX was a renowned sailor. Tattoo 
Per said if s time for the world to forget tbe 
tattoo image of tbe burly saHor with a dipper 
ship playing bis hairy pectorals. 

In court testimony, Nancke-Krogh quoted 
from a Swedish study tbat found the most 
tattooed profession is chimney, sweeps, the 
least tattooed chfld care workers. “1 get aD 
kinds of people hi here, and I mean all kinds,’* 
said Tattoo Per, whose elder brother Tattoo 
Bob has drawn on Nyfaavn haUtuea for 35 
years.”

BANGKOK (Depthnews) — Thais dubbed 

1981 as the “Year of Mut^r^’ as vidence 

swept the country and ran roughshod over 
duly constituted authorities. This jrear, Thais 
may have an even more difficnlt time trying 
to c^isulise .into a few words tiie state of 
criminality that then* nation. 

Police statistics for the first four months of 

1982 indicated a thsturtring upward pattern 

in the number of criminal coses -compared 
with that of tbe same period last year. 
Already, 3,896 homicide cases were reported 
from January to April tins year. 4 

The pdioe department said ttot in 1981, 

197,3M crimes of all types were recorded all 
over the country. Of tto figure, 16,915 cases 
fen under the “serions cate^ry," 'wliicfr 
indndes bomidde, robbery and arson. 

This meant that 540 different crimes were 
oommitted every day, or 22 cases every hour. 
Of the 16,915 serious ctinies, 12,535 were 
homicide cases, or. tbe equivalent of L43 
cases every henir. 

PoHoe said thdt test year’s log of homicide 
and murder cases was tbe highest in 10 years. 
Conqoied with 1971 figures, last year's 
number of criminal cases represented a 73.44 
percent increase or a yearly jump of 7.3 per- 
ceiit 

White -tiie number of criminal cases has 
soared over the years, pcilice efficiency seems 
to have gone the opp^te direction. * 

Out of tiie 7.227 bomkade cases in 1971, 
2,028 cases were solved and the offenders 
arrested. Last year, the Thai police solved 
' only 3.037 bf the 12,535 cases or 24.22 per- 
cent 

“The fiulure of the police to stop the rising 
tide of CTunmality and to jaQ the cu^irits has 
.oply emboldened c riminal elements," a 
pdioe officer admitted. 

He said that the increase in czimmality Was 
not tbe lesuh only of soda! and moral aber- 
tations, but a comlnnation of several factors. 
These indode econbinic and ptychological 
problems,' r^d peculation gtov^ and the 
eaty availabflity d weapons from Thailao(rs 
war-tom neighbors. 

The police department cited 17 major 
causes of homidde cases last year. These 
mdiide marital ef>nfiiet!e caused by jealousy, 
disputes over inherited properties, gang wan, 
drug addktion, alcohofism and politics. 
Laand dilutes have been one d the major 
causes d violent incidents in the rural areas. 
The rapid' growth of population during the 
past 20 yeais has seen mass encroachments 
on forest consepratiem areas and national 

Poor faimeia, who carved farmlands out d 
''^’Ybfesfed ateasr usually are easy targets d 
harassmeots by the more influential feimeis. 
This often ends up in violeoce. Tbe high inci- 
dence of violent crimes in tbe Khao Soon 
mountain range in the southern province d 
Nakbon Srithamroarat is a case in point. 
When wolfram deposits were discovered in 
Khan Soon in the early. 1970s, fortune- 
seekers rushed to tiie area to dig toe mine ral. 
Controversies over mining rights arose, with 
some d tbe prospectors hiri^“hit men" to 
kill tbeir enemies. 

Otbeis paid “protection money" to known 
thugs and otb^ crinflnal elements. By tbe 
time toe wolfram deposit ran out in the late 
1970s. police recoded more than 1,000 
murder cases in the area. 

Police also said that in the rural areas toe 
'’eye for an eye’* doctrine still persists, and 
tiiat a Idllmg usually leads to another. It is a 
“tradition'* m certain rural communities that 
the murder d one. member d a family is 
avenged by toe miader d toe enemy, llius 
the killmgs involving clans and families con- 
tinue. 

In the provinces of Petchburu Nakhon Sri 
Thammarat, Sukhotfaai and Pang-nga 
espedally, both victims and perpetrators 
general^ frown upon police intervention in 
their dilutes. They prefer to settle their 
quarrels among themselves the way they 
know best — revenge. 

ynder growing pressure to combat 
criminality, toe Interior Miiustry unu^r Gen.. 
Sitthi Jtraroj has ordered a crackdown on 
gambtingde^ and evil bouses. General Sittid 
has described these places as dens d 
c riminality . He also banned horse-racing on 
Sundays, limiting the r^ to only one day d 
Che week — Saturday. said horse-racing 
has ceased to be a mere sport and has become 
a gambling spectacular. 

Comqition and lack d discipline among 
policemen have only aggravate the crime 
situatiott. Newspapers often cany stories on' 
rampant police comiptkHi and inefficienqr. 

■ Ttoe Iteve also been reports that certain 
“bad egg^* in toe police department were 
toemselves involved in serious caimes, ran- 
ging frcHD robbery-extortion to murder. 
Journalist Wai Tathip d the new^per 
Thai Xoto reported that several homicide 
cases remained unsolved some 

policemen were involved. Hie anest of some 
policemen for involvement in gun-for-hire 
Hliing s only bdstered toe paper’s claim. 
Magsaysay award winning cartoonist 
Prstyoon C^yawoz^ echoes Wai Tathfo's 
accusation. But he afro blamed the propen- 
sity d toe courts for drartically redndng toe 
jafl terms d convicted criniinals if they con- 
fess to their criines. 

He said the oouits^ piactioe of reducing sen- 
tences d confessed criminal^ by one-half has 
emboldened aimhials instead d inculcating 
in them tiie maxim that crime does not pay. 
Prayc^ alfo faults the parole system, which 
he daims to have faM to deter crimes. 
“Potential crnmnals are not afraid to go to 
jail knowing t^ toey wiO be set free soon," 
be said. 

Like most devdojHiig ootmtiies, Thailand is 
faced with the problem d a surging tide d 
crimmalhy tiiat its law-enfbrcrtnent agencies 
seem unaUe to cope. The number of deatiis 
has ceased to be mere statistics for Thailand 
but a grim national problem that cries out for 
solution.

World ignores warming trend

BOULDER, Colorado (AF) — Although 
studies predict the woiU win get hotter in the 
next cent^ with potentiaDy destructive 
. changes in weather, governments are 
moling the problem, researchers s^. 

Experts at the National Center for Atmos- 
phene Research say there is growing inter- 
national consensus by scientists that the 
atmoqihere’s carbon dioxide level will 
double over the next 40 to 100 y^ais, raising 
temperatures by an average 5 degrees. 

The phenomenon is kno^ as the *‘green- 
honse efifect,” so called because, like a grera- 
house, cubim dioxide gas tn^ heat inade 
the atmoq>bere. It was first noticed in the late 
19th century after the woridwtde indus- 
f raKrati nn began Spewing hu^ quantities of 
carbon dioxi^ frcmi the bumhig of fossil 
fueb. 

“Ifs a global problem — the most complex 
and interesting problem fadng the 20th and 
21st century," sidd Robert Sefaware, a 
political scientist affiliated with the Atmos- 
pteiic Research Center. 

A report in July 1^ the National Academy of 
Sciences, reaffirming its 1979 warning, said 
l^er tanperatures could increase the quan- 
tity of pokv ice mehed each year, cause ear- 
lier spring snow melting and later autumn 
snowfalls, and resuh in a decline in soil mois- 
ture in the middle and northern parts of the 
northern hemisphere.

Japanese test 
floating car 

MIYAZAKI, Japan (R) — Japanese

Hailand and WolS is in deep fmnnrial 
trouble, heavily dependent on -government 
money, short of orders and contemplating 
fresh redundancies, bi its heyday 70 years 
ago the shipyard built the woikf s finest pa^ 
senger lin^ Spraw&g over doddaorb in 
the hean of tiie dty, it gave work to 25,000 
men. 

Now tbe work force is down to 6,600, losses 
are mounting and the London goyemment 
has said it w31 not continue to-dibddize the 
yard unless it shows of mov^ out of the 

red. A month ago a fim of management con- 
sultants sugge^d another 1,280 redundan- 
cies. 

Ironically the two stqrfe-shaped cranes, tiie 
largest in the worid when foey were built 
about 1 2 years ago, are part of the problem. 
They in turn s^uidle the woricTs biggest 
shipbuflding diy dock and give the yard tbe 
capadty to build a 1 .2-million-ton supertan- 
ker. 

But nothing of that size has ever been built 
in Belfast or anywhere else and in today’s 
world of recession and dedining oil dema^ 
the trend on the ship market is toward smaller 
vessels, not bigger ones. So today, in a dock 
capable of taking a sh^ 10 times bigger, wel- 
ders are fitting toother sections -of a 
109,000-ton ofl tanker.- . i s

bulk iroaore carrier are being assemUed aid 
on tiie other tbnsted sections of a new bri^ 
are being; prepared for sh^ment to Lemdou- 
derry, on the other side of tiie province.

One ofonfy two shipyards in Britain capdile 
of building big supertankers, Belfast is now 
forced to compete for orders in a shiggbb 
market dominated smaller ships. Like dl 
yards in Western Europe, it also facto die 
threat of the risii^ sbipbufiefing industries d 
east Asia, paiticulariy - Soutii Korea and 
Taiwan. 

To add to its trading problems, the yard has 
come to a crisis point in finaniMl rehdions 
with its owner, tiie British government. Upto 
1980, the last year for wludi fiill figures are 
avail^le, Hadand and Wolff had soaked vp 
more than 170 million sterling ($300 miUkm) 
of goveinment subtidies and mvestinent 
grants. 

Much of that was invested in tiansfonning 
Belfast from a liner yard to a big tanker yard 
but even more has gone to covering trading 
losses, which totaled 30 million stei&ig,]($53 
million) in 1980 alone. Now tbe government 
wants proof that tbe yard can be made pro- 
fitable before it will come up with more 
mooOT. 

Belfast is proud of its stmibuildnig tradition. 
Great passenger liners Ifae the O^nqpie, tiie 
SonAefii Croas and the Caaberwa, and war- 
ships like the aircraft carrier and the 
lathing sfa^Feorfeix are recalled with affect- 
ion at the shipyard. 

Even tbe most notorious Karland and Wolff 
ship, the Itamic, is remembered fondly.

NAIROBI, Kenya, Sepi. 3 (AP) — 
Uganda accnsed the Western news media and 
international organirations such as Amnesty 
International of trying to undermine its 
government. 

The official Uganda radio, monitored here, 
said the government of President Milton 
Obote delivered a “Strongly worded*' protest 
note Thursday to diplomatic missions and 
organization in the East African country. 

The radio said the note alleged that over 
the past 20 months “maUcious and 
unfounded stories have been published 
abroad against the governmenr'' and said 
they were “ part of a well orchestrated cam- 
paign to undermine the government." 

The broadcast referred specifrcaDy to a 
report released Wednesday by Amnesty 
Jniernational, a London-based iniernational 
human rights organization. , 

The 28-page report, titled “Human Rights 
Violations in Uganda; Exttajudidal Execu- 
tions, Torture and Political Impiisonment," 
alleged that mass killings of unarmed civilians 
and torture of political prisoners have 
become widespread in Uganda in tbe 1 % 
years since the overthrow of Idi Amin. 

Uganda radio said of the report: “The 
government was not given an opportunity to 


see it nor Comment on h before it was 
released." The broadcast said the Amnesty 
Intematfonal report was preceded by "gross 
and uninformed allegat/ons by the Geneva- 
based United Nations High Commissioner 
for Refugees." 

The radio said the UNHCR alleged that 
there was fighting in the West Nile region of 
northern Uganda, that “thousands of Ugan- 
dans were crossing into Sudan and that the 
Ugandan Army had harassed refugees 
there.” 

According to reports from Geneva, the 
UNHCR said on Aug. 25 that more than 
40,000 Ugandans had anived in Sudan since 
the .begloning of this year and that the total 
now stands at 100,000. 

The West Nile, bordering Sudan and Zaire, 
has been unstable for the past few years 
because guerrilla groups — including suppor- 
ters of tlte exiled Amin — have been active in 
the area. 

Uganda radio claimed that even though the 
Amnesty International and UNHCR allega- 
tions "were frilse, they were picked up and 
broadcast by the BBC (British Bioadcastiag 
Corp.), Deutschewelle and other radio sta- 
tions."

Brazil poll nullification feared 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Sept. 3 (AP) — A 
complex balloting system pushed through 
Congress by the military-backed government 
here is arousing fears that November's 
national elections could be nullified because 
of the high percentage of invalid votes. 

The 22 gubernatorial candidates of the 
nation's largest opposition party publicly 
charged the government of President Joao 
Figueiredo this week with mounting“a sinis- 
ter plan to disrupt the elections.” The 
Brazilian Democratic Movement Party 
(PMDB.I candidates accused the government 
party of an "unpatriotic effort" to hinder vot- 
ers' " access to the ballot box. or confuse their 
choice." 

At stake in the Nov. IS elections are the 
offices of state governoi, federal senator, 
federal i.‘nngrcssman, stare representative, 
mayor an-' city councilman in BraziTs states 
and territories. Opponents say fears that the 
ruling government party would lose are 
prompting '>te efforts to sabotage the voting. 

; Under Brazilian law, any election in which 
SO petcenl of the ballots are invalid, is 
teetered null, and a new electjqn must be 
coiled w^in fiO'days.'But'the se4^V^erioii , ' 

'ii Ai AVo be conducted under the same teg- 
uf. iions. and recent polls indi^te (be . 
government's rules cotilcf invalidiae enou^-' *' 
ballots to nuQify the results. 

A June poll conducted by the independent 
Brazilian Institute of Public Opinion and 
Statistics showed that just under 65^percent 
of the vote in the state of Rio de' Janeiro 


would be invalidated under the present vot- 
ing system. 

An informal poll conducted in August by 
the respected Uberal Rio dafly Jamal Do 
Brasil found that 40 percent of the sample 
ballots filled out contained errors that would 
nullify them. 

What would confuse many among Brazif s 
50 mniioD voters, poOstets say, are two con- 
troversial laws pushed through Congress. 
The first approved in December, banned 
crossing party lines on the ballot. The law 
requires Brazilians to vote for members of 
Ibe same party for all offices, and nuQifies 
their vote if they mix parties. 

The opposrtion charged that the measure 
was designed to prevent the election of any 
coalhioo among the four anti-government 
parties. The second measure, approved this 
week over (be protests of the opposition, 
design^ a ballot which forces the voter to 
write in by hand the name or ballot number of 
each candidate. That project undercut the 
Supreme Electoral TribunaL the nation's 
hipest electoral authority, which had 
-'mcotomended a simpler baOot that allowed 
voters to check a box beside their candidate' s ^ 
name. 

•‘’Govemmenf ministerv^ Yebnt*criticisffl by- 
pointing out (hat the two and a half months 
remaining before the election provide ample 
time to educate confused voters.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Sept. 3 (AP) — Ven- 
ezuela's border dispute with Guyana win sot 
turn into another Falklands-type conflict, 
even though Guyana is prepaiiog for. wax, 
Venezuelan Foreign Minister Jose Alberto 
Zambrano said here Thursday. 

“They are two very distinct cases,” Zam- 
brano said, comparing bis country’s claim to 
five-eighths of Guyana's territory — the 
Essequlbo regloa — with Argeotioa's claim 
to the British-held Falklands. 

“Argentina was summarily expelled (from 
the Falklands),” the foreign minister said. 
"Venezuela was also expelled, but there 
exists an international treaty signed by Great 
Britain, Veneznela and Guyana which dic- 
tates how we should proceed with our claim. 
That’s what we are doing." 

Zambrano arrived in Rio Thursday on a 
brief stopover en route to New York where 
he is to bring up the Venezuela-Guyana dis- 
pute in the United Nations General.Assem- 
bly. In an impromptu ptea conference here, 
the minister said. “Guyana, while it accuses 
Venezuela of aggression, is aiming itseH” 

Zambrano met for two hours, with BraziTs 
Foreign Minister Ramiro Saraiva Gueiteiro, 
and both ministers rejected the idea that 
Latin American nations might create a 
hemispheric organization that excludes the 
United States, following U.S. support foiBii- 
taio in the Falklands War. “The United 
States geographicaDy is part of the hemis- 
phere," Zambrano said. “It would be pure 
imagination to conceive of a hemispheric 
organization in which that country is not pre- 
sent." 

Europe to take steps 
against terrorist acts 

BONN, Sept. 3 (AFF) — West European 
nations will siepup operations against terror- 
ism over coming months, French Interior 
Minister Gaston Deferre said after a top= 
secret meeting here yesterday. The tbree^' 
hour meeting grouped the interior ministers 
of Austria, France, Italy. West Germany and 
Switzerland. 

Defer/e ruled out an anti-terrorist summit 
in the near future, but said wider meetings 
were planned with representatives of other 
countries. “ We can expea greater coordma- 
tion and intensification of European efforts,” 
be said, adding that the five countries would 
meet again before the end of the year in Italy. 

Deferre said he was unable to disclose what 
had been discussed during the consultations, 
but admitted that the implication* for inter- 
national terrorism of the evacuation of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) 
from Beirut bad been “one of the problems 
we discussed.” 

Deferre, said, however, that in bis view 
statements by Palestinian leaders including 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat, that the fight 
would go on by any means, should not be 
interpreted as meaning terrotisro. Such 
stspements were meant to emphasize that the 
Palestinians wanted to recover a homeland 
by all possible means, he said. 

Deferre said his European colleagues had 
been very satisfied with French President 
Francois Mitterrand's televised ple^ to 
strike at tenorism "everywhere It has gone to 
ground and trace it down to its very source.”

disappeared in Paris last May, was in fact 
coo^rating with the French DST senuity 
service in a ploy to fool the Romanian sec- 
uri^ police. 

Zimbabwe offers 
reward for news 
on kidnap victims 

HARARE. Sept. 3 (AFP) -- A reward of 
10,000 Zimbabwean dollars (S7.S00) was 
offered Thursday tiie Zimtubwan gov- 
eriunent for mfonnation on the whereabouts 
1 ^ six foreign tourists kidnapped almost six 
weeks ago by dissident guenillas. 

Hie six — two British, two Americans and 
two Australian meii — were seized July 23 by 
a group of armed guetriDas who daimi^ to be 
Ic^al to minority leader Joshua Nkomo. In a 
ransom note they demanded that some of 
Nkomo' imprisoned followeis be released 
from jail. 

Agovernment search for the kidnap victims 
has yielded nothing. And a heavy army pres- 
ence in southwest Zimbabwe, where inci- 
dent occurred, has been urrable to stem a rash 
of robberies and killings alleged^ carried out 
by dissidents who say they back Nkomo.

Salvador leftists ‘weakening’ 


SAN SALVADOR, Sept. 3 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Alvaro Magana predicts iosuigems in 
his country will be so weakened within a . year 
that moderate leftists may be encouraged to 
participate in new elections. 

Magana, who has served as provisional 
president since May 2, s^d Thursday in an 
interview with the Associated Press that he 
believes presidential elections will be held by 
March 1984 at the latest He was selected as 
inlerim president by the 60-member Con- 
stituent Assembly, the country’s provisioDal 
legislature, which is dominated by a coalition 
of rightist parties. 

Magana voiced optimism despite a 
Defense Mmistry report on Tuesday that said 
guerrillas bad inflicted 3,801 casualties on 
government troops during a one-yeai period 
ended June 30 -r more than one-fifth of the 
armed forced estimated 1 8,000 officers and 
soldiers. The figure included 1,073 killed. 

The leftist Radio Venceiemos also said 
Thursday that rebels ambushed two army 
patrols on the Fan- American highway this 
week, killing 20 soldiers and wounding uv- 
eral others. The military issued no response 
to the claim. 

More than 1,080 government txoops sup- 
ported by artillery and helicoptei gunsbips 
attacked suspected guerrilla positions several 
miles north of the capital e^Zy Thursday, a 
military spokesman said.

"The problem of subversion will definitely 
be solved within a year — not by annihilation 
(of the rebels), but by lifelessness," said- 
Magana. “They have been losing their force, 
their motivation, since March 28."

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Congressmen 
challenge 
Peru cabinet 

LIMA. Sept. 3 (AP) — Oi^sition oon- 
gressmen resorted to a constitutional law to 
force the government of Preadent Feznando 
Belaunde Terry to account for the growing 
guerrilla violence, rising unempti>yment and 
poor economy. 

The congressional challenge, the first of its 
land since democrat' was restored under a 
new constitution in 1980, could result in the 
resignation of the cabinet, lire motion made 
Wednesday night was backed by several 
opposition parties, including the center-left 
Apristas, a leftist coalition and a few conser- 
vatives. 

Sixty-four of the 1 10 meln^rs of House of 
Representatives approved a motion to inter- 
pellate the cabinet at a session expected to be 
held next week. Inteipellation is a con- 
stitutional fonn of political challenge which 
allows the legislature to force the government 
to defend its action. 

The ministers will be asked to explain what 
is being done to "confront the repeated acts 
of violence and serious attacks unleashed by 
the guenriUas" since Belaunde took office on 
July 28, 1 980. Following the questioning, the 
house will deliver a vote of confidence or 
censure. If the vote is negative, the cabinet 
must resign. 

But tile chances of the cabinet being cen- 
sured were dim because the congressional 
opposition lacks the 90 votes requi^ by the 
constitution. The ruling Popular Action 
Party, in addition to its 9$ representatives, 
can count on support from the conservative 
Popular Christian Party and other friendly 
congressmen. 

The motion was presented by Javier Valle 
Riesta of the Aprista Party, who blamed the 
country’s woes on government policies. 

The ^ndero Luminoso (shining path) giur- 
rillas have claimed responsibility for ne^ly 
3,0(X) guerrilla actions since May of 1 980. 
Tile government, which claims 76 persons 
have died in the violence since the first of the 
year, has imposed a state of emergency, 
giving police powers of arrest and restneiing 
individual rights in the Lima metropolitan' 
area and several provinces. 

Police sources estimate at least 1,000 per- 
sons have been detained for questioning in 
connection with the violence since the state of' 
emergency began in Lima on Aug. 20.

GENEVA, Sepl. 3 (AFP) — World trade 
showed no rncrease last year for the first time 
since 1975, the General Agreement on 
Tari& and Trade (GATT) reported in hs 
annuai report released here Friday. 

In i 980, by contrast, the volume of trade 
grew by 1.5 percent. The report attributed 
the 4 9? 1 'Stagnation to the big cut in mineral 
expert's (down 12 percent in volume) and in 
oil (d-r^"? 1 5 percent. 

The repc :: highlighted tbegrowingplight of 
Third World countries that did not produce 
oil, and warned against trade protectionism 
which it said often did mote harm to 
protectionist-oriented countries than good. 

Global trade in manufactured goods last 
year grew by 4.5 percent, and in farm pro- 
ducts by 3 percent — thanks mainly to 
lT7pi>ris by developing countries, particularly 
wji-producers.

It said that 
not only h threatened the entire system of 
international trade but could trigger serious 
disturbances in the world’s already fragile 
finandal system. It told industrialized coun- 
tries that by protecting industries in difficulty, 
they were merely adding to the cost of other, 
more dynamic sectors.

“I think we can anticipate that there will be 
a lot of pessimism about the world ccononuc 
situation and concern about the international 
finandal system,'' Regan told reporters ear- 
lier this week. “..Rut all of this needs to be 
balanced by a realistic appraisal of some of 
the positive things that are happening in the 
world economy.’’ 

He noted that mflation is earing in the 
industrial countries, prices for imported oil 
have softened, interest rates in tte United 
States have feUen sharply and prospects are 
brighter for much improv^ economic 
growth in tbe industrial nations next year. 
The IMF and World Bank do not see as 
many sOver linings on the economic horiron. 

Japan, Iran 
to view project 

TOKYO, Sept. 3 (R) — A Japanese deleg- 
ation will visit Tehran this month for talks 
with Iran on their joint venture for a giant 
petrocbefflical complex in southern Iran, a 
spokesman for the Mitsui group here said 
Friday. 

Industry sources said the two sides would 
discuss financing to complete construction 
work on the complex which was baited at the 
start of Iran's war with Iraq nearly two years 
ago when it was 85 percent complete. 

The plant, in Bandar KbomeJni, has been 
bombed six times by Iraqi planes during tbe 
conflict. The Mitsui spokesman said tbe 
delegation, leaving here Sept. 14 will com- 
prise Karoku Yamaguchi, president of the 
Iran Chemical Development Company 
(ICDC) and representatives of Mitsui and 
four other firms. 

Tbe Mahi-biUion dollar project was 
started in 1971, when the five companies of 
tbe Mhsui group formed tbe ICDC, but tbe 
Japanese side is now refesing to fiirnish any 
fr esh funds.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (AP) - The 
natios's unemployment rate held steady al 
9.8 percent in August, matching (he highest 
rate of the fast four decades, the government 
repotted Friday. On tbe eve of the Labor Day 
holiday in the United States, some 10.8 mil- 
lion Americans ate out of work. 

Labor Depattment analysts cautioned 
against reading any good news in tbe new 
figures, which were essentially unchanged 
from July. wouldn't necessarily use the 
word “stable" at this juncture" to describe 
the unemployffieot picture, said staristician 
John Breggar. 

Among adult men, tbe jobless rate edged up 
to a post- World War II high of 8.9 percent. 
For other population groups, unemployment 
temrinefl^ record ^porirwar levels. 

all workers excepT those on ferras, tbe 
bureau said employment fell by 210,00(>’in 
August to 89.5 million — tbe lowest level 
since April 1979. The bureau said the cut- 
backs were concenrraied hi durable-goods 
industries, such as autos, which lost 130,000 
jobs, and m wholesale and retail trade, which 
was down 80,000.

loyment problems.” 

Since tbe pre-recession employment peak 
of July 1981, tbe proportion of tbe^iopula- 
tion with jobs has feUen from 58.S percent to 
57.2 percent.

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Global sugar 
output may 
hit record 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (AP) -- World 
sugar output, which spared to price- 
depressing levels is 1981-82, is beaded for, 
near-iecord production in the year ahead, ther 
U.S. Agriculture Department has said. 

But tbe huge supply wQ! not moan lower 
prices for American consumers. Prices are 
being propped up by U.S. import-quotas and* 
federal price supports. 

Total output for tbe sugar marketing year 
which ended Aug. 31 was estimated' at a 
record 97.9 millioo metric tons, up from tbe 
previous forecast of 96.3 -million tons last 
May. 

Officials said tbe 1 982-83 wotld crop conld 
yeild 95 million to 97 miDion metric tons. ^ 
ftodnction of beet sugar is .expected to ' 
decline about 1 J miDiou tons,'but cane sugar 
may not drop so much. A metric ton is about 
2,205 pounds. 

Tbe huge world sugar output in the season 
just completed tri gg ered a sharp increase in 
surpluses and plummeting prices on the 
iDternationa] market. 

With 1981-82 sugar (^nsumption esti- 
mated at about 9f miDimi metric tons, that 
means an inventory buildup of nearly seven 
millioD tons, the report said. 

Consequently. ' that could push ^bal 
stockpiles to 28.1 mOlioD metric tons — 31 
percent of total consumption *' and far above 
the 25 percent generally regarded as a good 
balance,” it said. 

“ World consumption, discouraged by poor 
economic growth, is unlikely to rise above 93 
miUioD tons” in 1982-83, “so another sugar 
surplus appears probably and prices will stay 
low.” Prices of raw sugar in tbe Caribbean, 
which are used as the world price, averaged 
6.8 cents per pound in August, about half 
what they were a year earlier. World raw 
sugar prices averaged 1 6.9 cents per pound in 
1981 an^ 29 cents in 1980. 

President Ronald Reagan in Mast ordered 
import quotas to protect domestic producers 
from cheap foreign sugar being dumped on 
4be U.S. market and to forestall large federal 
purchases of domestic sugar under federal 
price support programs.

Protests to continue 

Poland clamps siege 
on riot-affected city 


WARSAW, Sept. 3 (AP) — Authorities 
clamped a state of siege ou Lubio, southwest 
Poland Friday and warned rioters of **meas- 
uzes of diiecf ’ force after crowds angered by 
the shooting deaths of two workers there 
Tuesday rampaged for the third straight 
night. A government spokesman said Friday 
that unrest tanging from street riots to minor 
protest gatheringswere continuing. 

Local sotvces said officials banned sales of 
gasoline and alcohol and use of private cars, 
closed restaurants and snack bars and 
threatened violaters with “forcefuf' meas- 
ures in an efioit to stop the rioting. 

The warning means police will enforce the 
bans with tough tactics, but stops short of 
imping use of firearms, informed sources 
said. Witnesses said police fought rioters 


4 dissidents 
arrested 


WARSAW, Sept. 3 (AFF) — Four 
leaders of the disbanded KOR social 
self-defense committee, including Jacek 
Kuron and Adam Michnick, have been 
arrested on a warrant issued by martial 
law authorities, PAP news agency 
reported Friday. 

The four, wto bad been interned since 
martial law was proclaimed last Dec. 13, 
are accused of planning to overthrow the 
regime by force, PAP said. The charges 
can carry the death sentence, PAP added. 

The other two men, founders h1ce 
Kuron and Michnick of the organizatioD, 
are Jan Litynski and Henryk Wujec. All 
four activisis were intemed at Bialolecka, 
Dear this capital. 

PAP specified that the office of the 
military prosecutor had issued warrants 
for other KOR leaders who went undet- 
.grouqd .after escaping Merest in the vast 
Dec. 13 raid on dissidents. 

Charges against two other fouodhig 
members of KOR, Jan Jozef Lipski and 
Miroslaw Cbojecki, who went abroad, 
ate sHD being readied with a view to trying 
them in absentia, PAP added.

The dead men were identified by local 
sources as Andnej Tiajkowski, 32, and 
Mieezyslaw Fozniak, 25, both workers. A- 
sfgn in the dty, pasted on the wall of a bouse 
said Fozniak would be buried Sunday. 

Reliable sources said pofice clamped a 6 
pjn. to 5 a.m. curfew on youths under 18. 
Adnhs were restricted to their homes from 8 
jjjn. to 5 a.m. In both Lubin and Wroclaw, 
where fighting also bad erupted Tuesday, 
authorities kept telephone lines cut and 
communication was possible only by telex in 
both dties. 

Fighting erupted Tuesday during a rally in 
Lnbin’s “Freedom Square.” Witnesses 
described it as peaceful, but officials said it 
degenerated into bottle-and rock-throwing 
and use of firebombs. 

Fresh riots erupted Wednesday momhig 
and lasted through the day,- according to wit- 
nesses and the Folisfa news agents PAP, 
which said police could not quefi the distur- 
bances until midnight. 

Witnesses said people claiming five per- 
sons died buih five memorial sites on Thurs- 
day, -decorating some with candies and flow- 
ers. They said fresh fighting erupted when 
police took them away. One witness said 
police used water cannon to wash away the 
flowers. 

So far, authorities have banded sentences 
of one to one-and-a-faalf years to nine per- 
sons. Meanwhile, several people are TepoitecJ 
in critical condition in hospitals including a 
Warsaw bus driver and two police officers.

FARNBOROUGH, England, Sept. 3 
(AFP) — The spinoff from the Falklaods

Floods hit SOmfridians 

NEW DELHI, Sept. 3 (R) — More than 30 
million persons in four Indian states have 
been affected by heavy monsoon flooding, 
according to reports reaching New Delhi on 
Friday. Troops and medical teams are carry- 
ing out major flood relief operations in 
northern and eastern parts of tbe country, 
including helicopter food drops to stranded 
villagers. 

The chief minister of India's eastern state 
of Orissa, J.B. Patnaik, said tbe floods in bis 
region were the worst in Uving memory. 
Some 10 million villagers in seven of Orissa’s 
13 districts were affected by Qoodwaters 
from tbe ra^ng Mahanadi River, he told 
reporters.
